like the surface of this newspaper page-. Peo- 
ple in it would be circles and squares. 


Suppose a three-dimensional object, like 


your finger, passed thru this two-dimensional 
world—like poking your finger thru the rows- 
paper page. The people of the two-dimension- 
al world, Tillable to see out into the third di- 
mension, would see only the cross-section of 
the finger or object that was immediately in 
their plane or two-dimensional' existence. 


As the finger moved thru, the cross-sec- 


tion would change. 


Similarly, say the mathematicians, 
the 


body is a four-dimensional soul passing thru 
three-dimensional space. Or, the body is like 
the cross - section. The entrance, in small 
form, is birth. 


The soul, shaped like a pointed bullet, has 


a gradually larger cross-section as it is shoved 
forward, this explaining growth. The passage 
thru is life, exit is death, leaving behind the 
three-dimensional or material body, a- sort of 
rust.
